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U ,S, Aides Studying 
9-Point Peace Plan

Nixon Administration took note 
today of North Vietnam's de- 
cision to make public its own 
nine-point peace plan, but de- 
clined any specific comment. 

Ronald L. Ziegler, the White 
House press secretary, told re- 
porters late today that the Ad- 
ministration's Vietnam special- 
ists were “in the process of re- 
viewing" the North Vietnamese 
statements. He said he would 
respond to puestions. on the 
matter tomorrow. 

Privately, Administration of- 
icials seemed to be pleased 
that the North Vietnamese had 
made their own proposal public. 
“We didn't feel we could do it 
ourselves,"' one specialist said, 
“but now that they have done 
it, the American public can see 
precisely what the other side 
has been demanding of us.”

Wednesday, Henry A. Kissinger, 
President Nixon's adviser 4n 
national security, all but invited 
the other side to release its 
own plan, which was first pre- 
sented to the United States^tn 
private on June 26, 1971.
